TO PRESERVEJ300D ROADS i 


Now that we have provided for g o o d ! 
roads in this county, that a state high-j 
way is to be built, that all the coun-j 
ties of the state that have not already 
don© so will, as Orange county has 
done, provide funds for a com prehen-! 
elve lateral and connecting system , it ; 
behooves us to think about the main­ 
tenance expense account. 
There is no material w aste, no lass 
of public funds so useless, no impair­ 
m ent that could be so easily avoided, 
as the destruction of our public high- i 
w ays. 
W e have our good road or- j 
ganizations that meet and deliberate,' 
our enthusiasts that write and speak 
on plans for construction and better-, 
m ent, but you rarely see or hear an y-1 
thing on the preservation of 
public 
roads. 
Very few taxpayers stop to 
exam ine the expense of the repairs 
of our highways. 
This tax is becom -1 
in g the largest of our ever increasing I 
tax levies. 


During a recent visit in 
Indiana, 
the writer heard a public speaker say 
the expenditure for the repairs 
on j 
roads exclusive of bridges in Decatur j 
county is above $55,000 yearly 
and j 
that, too, when there is more than two I 
hundred and fifty m iles of 
turnpike, j 
more than one-half of which is prac-; 
tically new. 
When the roads of the; 
county are all improved, the speaker 
said, it w ill require $75,000 ann ually; 
to keep them in good repair. 
At this 
rate the ninety-two counties of the 
state would on the present basis, have 
an annual expenditure of $6,900,000. 
Seventy-five per cent of this could 
be saved to the taxpayers by putting 
into practice regulations that obtain 
in other countries that 
have 
what | 
m ight be termed “imperishable roads.” 
France of all the countries has the 
best constructed and the best main­ 
tained highways. If her traffic were as 
untram elled as the traffic in this coun­ 
try is, her roads would soon be In no 
hefter condition than 
the 
average! 
roads we have. 
The one thing needed to prevent this 
useless, unnecessary waste is to regu­ 
late the width of the tires on each J 
class of vehicles according 
to 
the 
w eight of the load that 
it 
carries. I 
This regulation France enforces strict-! 
ly. 
Her heavier wagons have tires six 
inches or even broader for som e of the 
loads. 
The rear wheel of the wagon 
m ust not track with the front wheel 
and instead of destruction we have j 
with our heavy traffic, every 
heavy 
load drawn over the roads of France 
rolls from twenty-four to 
thirty-two! 
inches of surface. 
The average county in 
California 
has, let us say for purpose of illustra-, 
tion, about two thousand heavy 
or 
farm wagons. 
Twenty-five 
thousand 
dollars would equip them with six-inch 
tires. 
If this were done each county, 
would save in money expended on our 
roads that amount annually, 
lf any! 
county in the state were owned and 
operated by a corporation as it is by! 
the public, present conditions would 
be changed at once, 
lf conditions are 
oneo as they are in England, France 
and Germany we should not only have 
the perfect highways that would be a 
delight to travel over, but we should 
have double the capacity of our heavy 
w agons using the same drawing pow­ 
er. 
The farmer would draw to market 
tw ice the amount of grain, or fruit, or 
beets, using the same team that he 
now uses, and could go at any sea­ 
son of the year. 
The value of wide tires is painfully 
apparent in this county on the roads 
over which beets and lime rock are. 
hauled to the sugar factories and over 
w hich beet pulp is hauled away from 
them . 
A s to the manner of controlling the 
situation, a vehicle tax would likely 
and most easily and effectively reach 
all kinds of conveyances. 
Make the 
tax on the wider tire nominal and on 
the heavier wagons with narrow tires 
ao great that the burden of it would 
com pel the change. 
Why can we not 
learn som ething of other countries?.

I to spend the latter part of their lives 
devoting their unique knowledge of 
public affairs to the public good, free 
from pecuniary cares. 
These pensions 
will he promptly offered to the ex­ 
presidents or their widows so that no 
applications will he 
required 
from 
them.” 
Under the terms of the announce­ 
ment, President Taft, when he retires 
on the fourth of next March, will he 
offered $25,900 by tho Carnegie Cor­ 
poration. 
The question of making provision 
for our ex-presidents has been

that congress pass a bill providing for 
them.

Until recently, outside of scientific 
agricultuqgl circles, it was a generally 
accepted conclusion in 
the 
United 
States that sugar-tteet culture injured 
the soil. 
Farmers s o 'contended, and 
so universal was the con ten tly that 
factory managements wens compelled 
concede that 
the 
farmers 
were 
right. 
Certain it was that after hav­ 
ing been planted to beets several suc­ 
cessive seasons, fields yielded a lower 
tonnage with each succeeding year. 
While the Department of Agriculture 
pointed out many advantages of sugar- 
beet culture and urged farm ers to en 
gage iu it, various aigrictiltural week­ 
lies advised their readers that what­ 
ever might be the tonntge-per acre 
and whatever the price of beets per 
ton, they could not afford to engage 
in beet culture as it soon would des­ 
troy the productivity of their fields 
mid ruin the value of their farms. 
Some ten years ago I read in a Coun­ 
try weekly the first detailed 
state­ 
ment I had seen which purported to

“Where the above mentioned sourest had not 'covered the ground, 
the charts are baeed on data gathers# en various study trips through the 
beet field* and sugar factories of the United States and those of the large 
and email European sugar-producing countries abd from personal contact 
with agrieulturai economists. 
“Having devoted fifteen years to th* study of the influehoe of sugar- 
best culture An its relation to national economy and |he cost of living, and 
having exercised the utmost care in making and checking the various con- 
versions, I feel justified in stating that no substantial error has crept into 
the work. 
“Being drawn to scale the charts convey an accurate impression of the 
subjects presented." 
This is a public document entitled, as already Aviated, Sugar at a 
Glance, by Truman G. Palmer.

much sugar-beet culture increased the 
yield of other crops when grown 
in 
rotation with them. The article gave 
with much panticularity the result of 
a series of Experiments which it was 
claimed had been conducted in Ger­ 
many, and showed that sugar-beet cul­ 
ture greatly improved the 
soil. 
Al­ 
though unsigned, it bore evidence of 
sincerity and I republished it in a 
short history of the beet-sugar indus­ 
try, only to be met with expressions 
of incredulity. 
Feeling That we in the United States 
might have failed to discover tne mag­ 
net which induced the nations of Eu­ 
rope to favor the beet-sugar industry 
to a far greater extent than they fa­ 
vored other industries, I went there 
to study conditions at first hand and to 
verify or disprove the statement con­ 
tained in the country weekly 
above 
noted. 
I searched for reports of re­ 
cent experiments on the aubject, but 
was told that there* were none; that 
tho farts had been definitely 
deter­ 
mined many years ago and that there 
was no more occasion for making such 
experiments now than to make a re­ 
survey of the distance between Berlin 
und Vienna*-both had been determin­ 
ed beyond question; even the trade 
press had ceased to give space to it;

From time to Ump. thin informa­ 
tion since has been placed before Am­ 
erican sugar heel farmers, and now, 
by practical experience, many

learned of the vglue of sugar-beet ro­ 
tation and a re ' enthusiastic over the 
results obtained.

discovery was made a century 
ago 
and was heralded and utilized by the 
leading nations of Europe, with the 
reedit that tnetr worn out soils have 
been so rejuvenated that now they 
produce two bushels! of grain where 
formerly they produced but one.

few exceptions American writers on

soils of Europe’’ have been so built 
up that they now produce two bushels 
of grain where the virgin soils of the 
United States produce but 
one. 
In 
their ignorance, some American writ­ 
ers even advise our farmers against 
adopting the Very method which has 
revolutionised agriculture in -Europe. 
show in bushels per acre, just 
how, And so It follows tixat American farm­ 
ers .have not wroflBed by lr an i their 
yields per acrwremnM practically sta­ 
tionary, while the prop yields of the 
balance of the world Increase from 
year to year. 
During the past thirty 
years the combined average yield per 
sere of wheat, rye, barley and oats in 
the United States has increased but 
6.6 per cent, while the acreage*yield of 
the same crops in Germany has in­ 
creased 80 per cent during thd' same 
period.

While the writing^ of 
Cato

Pliny and other ancient agricultural 
writers indicate that the art of root 
crop rotation was practiced 2000 years 
ago. Great Britain has the distinction 
of being the first country in modern 
times to introduce root culture in rota­ 
tion with cereal crops as a means of 
increasing the yield a f the latter. For 
a hundred years th* basis of British 
agriculture has been the turnip. 
In 
1806, Thner, thrf English agriculturist, 
wrote a book on the subject of root 
crop rotation with cereal crops and as 
a result of bls teachings and of those 
who followed him, British farmers in­ 
creased their plantings of roots from 
year to year. They now grow 2.000,- 
000 screw of hoed roots, 
principally 
turnipa, in rotation with 6,500,000 acres 
of cereal crops, which accounts for 
their heavy yield ‘ per acre. 
Thaer’a 
work was translated and placed In the 
hands of German farm ers 
and 
for 
many years German agricultural econ­ 
omists endeavored to Induce them to 
adopt Thaer’s methods, but In vain. 
Two objections defeated all attempts 
In this direction. 
First, It 
required 
deep plowing, and deep plowing meant 
that a new crop of atones1 would be 
turned up each year to be hauled off 
the fields.

OMI), and, - by government aid . enable i 
The factories to pay such prices

beets aa would coax the farmers to in­ 
crease their meager plantings. 
They 
levied a high rate of duty on imported 
sugar, and established a system of 
.government bounties on 
sugar 
ex­ 
ports, whereby their sugar manufac­ 
turers not only were enabled to pay 
high prices fqr beets, but to sell their 
anger in foreign markets at a price 
below the cost of produptloo and still 
make a handsome profit. * Immediately, 
the Gorman sugar industry began to 
expand And other European nations 
adopted similar fiscal systems 
con­ 
cerning their sugar industry, with the 
result that today 
one-half 
of 
the 
world’s sugar supply is derived from 
European sugar beets. 
/ 
When augar-beet culture was Intro­ 
duced into Europe, their farmer* were 
practicing what is 
known 
aa 
the 
“three crop system’’ of rotation—three 
successive cereal crops, followed by 
one year of fallowing, the fallowing 
in order to rest tue soil and to enable 
them to pull out the dense growth of 
weeds .by hand. 
It Is stated that In 
Germany, approximately one-third of 
the total area of level land was 
re­ 
garded as being too poor to pay for 
cultivation, and their yield of cereal 
crops on the better lands was but 12 
buahela per acre. 
They were plowing but three to four 
Inches deep, using fertilisers sparing­ 
ly, and the fertility of tpe thin layer 
of loose surface aoli all hut was ex­ 
hausted.

With the removal of the main root, 
myriads1 of fibrous roots were broken 
off and left In the sol) to an estim at­ 
ed average of a ton to the acre, and 
In rotting, they not only deposited 
humus in the lower strata of the soil, 
but they left minute channels through 
which It became aerated, and hence 
fertile. The roots of subsequent crops 
followed these interstices and drew 
nutriment from two and three times 
the depth -o* soil formerly 
reached, 
and hence the farmers 
doubled 
or 
trebled their soil without increasing 
their acreage.

feeding purposes greatly increased the { 
stock-carrying capacity of the farm s,I 
thereby furnishing a proportionate in- 1 
creese in the quantity of 
barn-fard i 
manure with which to build up the; 
productivity of the worn out soil. Al­ 
though many American farmers still 
faij to recognize the value of barn­ 
yard manure aud consider it a nuis­ 
ance, inasmuch as the accumulations 
must be moved, scientists yet have to 
discover its equal as a fertilizer. The 
application of this increased quantity 
of the best fertilizer known and of 
other fertilizers, not only resulted in 
a greatly increased tonnage of beets, 
but as the beet* absorbed only a por­ 
tion of the fertilizing elements, 
the 
balance was available for the crops 
which followed during the succeeding 
three years. 
The reason why the culture at sugar 
beets improves the. soil to a greater ex­ 
tent than doqs the culture of other 
root qrop^ is because their culture in­ 
sures more liberal fertilisation, deeper 
plowing and better cultivation 
than 
ordinarily is given to other root crops 
and because of the greater amount of 
fibrous roots which are left 
in 
the

Farmers will engage in

culture in preference to th# culture of 
other root crops becaftae It la a cash 
money crop, while other root crops only | 
can be fed to stock, and because after ; 
having been sold for the sugar con- i 
tained in the beets, farmers haul back :
